A great d e a l%of Am erican history is interwoven with the 
subject of nullification. 
The word customarily covers only one detail of many argu­ 
ments. The “ Doctrine of Nullification*’ was the line of reasoning 
used by Southern leaders in the prt-Civil W a r days— men like 
john C. Calhoun—-under which they claimed the right of the 
Southern States to impede or prevent the operation of federal 
laws as passed by Congress. 
The reasoning was simple enough. Under the Constitution, 
the Federal government was created out of powers granted to it 
by the several “ sovereign" states, 
lf the States felt that the 
powers being used by Congress were in excess of those the States 
had delegated, then under the principle of State sovereignty, they 
felt they had the right to “ veto" the laws they disapproved. 
W hether this reasoning was sound or not is a matter of 
opinion. The C ivil W a r settled the facts forever, lf the Southern 
leaders thought they were technically right, thry were a little 
like the motorist in the old couplet: 
"H e was right—-dead right— as he drover along; 
But he*s just as dead as if dead w rong!" 
W hatever may have been the real intention of the writers 
of the Constitution— and the truth is that they "du cked " the
